ons here. He told a reporter:

I have nothing but con- 
tempt for it, and it must cease.” 

“4 state liquor 
- nt announced 
it had refused to renew licenses 
of five St. Louis area tavern 
operators and had held up ac- 
tion on nine others. At the 
same time a circuit court grand 
jury here issued a scathing re- 
port on B-girl operations in 
taverns. 
a Wants Law Enforced. 

Gov. Blair said he had in- 
structed the liquor control de- 
partment to bear down, “be- 
cause J want this law en- 


f , 

“Any outfit which. has any 
connection with the hoodlum 
element should be barred from 
the liquor business, and they 
will be,” he said. “I am fully 
behind the liquor control de- 
partment in its moves to clear 
up this situation.” 

Dorsey W. Howard, chief 
agent in charge of liquor law 
enforcement in Missouri, said 
the department is concentrat- 
ing its investigation on tav- 
erns where B-girls are em- 
ployed to solicit drinks from 
customers, and where the op- 
erators ar to be influenced 
by h or gangster ele- 


ments. 

“We're far from through 
with this,” Howard said. “We 
are to eliminate any 
form of l activity and 
hodlum influence. More ac- 
tions similar to those of yes- 
terday will follow, but it takes 
considerable. time to process 
some of these casess.” 


~~ Bonnie’s Tavern Affected. 


Among the licenses the state 
refused to renew yesterday was 
that for Bonnie’s Tavern, where 
two B-girls were shot to death 
June 9. 

The licenses for Bonnie's, 13 
North Broadway, and for Bar 7, 
7 South Broadway, which also 
were denied, were in the name 
of Joseph Orlando, brother of 
Andrew “Bonnie” Orlando, de- 
scribed by the St. Louis grand 

oe, as “kingpin of the B-girl 
on.” 

“Bonnie” Orlando Ieft his 
father’s produce truck 10 years 
ago to become a “bouncer” at 
Dublin Village, Sixth street 
night club then operated by 
Sam Apostos, professional 
bondsman. He acquired a tav- 
ern of his own, and then an- 
other, and began bringing his 
brothers into the business. At 
present, police reported, the 
Orlandos control and operate 
éight taverns in the B-girl 
drinking area, which the grand 
jury described as bounded by 
Broadway, Sixth, Market and 


Pine streets. 
. “Bonnié” Orlando, now 39 
ars old and weighing more 
250 pounds, boasts he has 
“never lost a fight.” His po- 
lice record includes nine ar- 
rests for peace disturbance and 
arrests suspected of gambling 
and homicide. He is described 
in the grand jury report as an

The cost of recovering an 
automobile after police have 
had it towed away from a no- 
parking zone is going up from 
the present $5.50 ta $8.50, Hz. |

A new towing contract in- 
tended to provide faster serv- 
ice for both police and motor- 
ists goes into effect Monday. 
The new contractor is Wayco 


Petroleum Corp., operating as 
the Metropolitan Towing Serv- 
ice. 
Although violators of park- 
ing regulations will have to pay 
more to get their machines 
back, recovery will be made 
easier, Priest said. Motorists 
no longer will be required to 
go first to police headquarters 
to get a clearance, and auto- 
mobiles will be towed to one of 
three lots instead of to a single 
central pound. 

Under the Police Board’s 
present contract with Nelson 


Service Co., illegally parked 
vehicles are taken to a central 
pound at 3730 Olive street. 
Owners first must go head- 
quarters to pay towing charges 
and secure a release, and then 
go to the pound to claim their 
machines. 


Under .the new arrangement, 
a lot at Broadway and Market 
will handle automobiles towed 
from the area bounded by the 
Mississippi river, Eighteenth 
street, Locust street and Chou- 
teau avenue. A lot at Broad- 
way and Franklin avenue will 
handle machines towed from 
the district bounded by the 
river, Eighteenth, Locust and 
Cass avenue, A pound at Spring 
avenue and Lindell boulevard 
will handle machines towed 
from the rest of the city. 

Vehicles will be held at the 
two downtown lots for 24 
hours, and, if not reclaimed, 
will then be removed to the 
lot at Spring and Lindell. Ma-

BIG EARTHQUAKE 
IN ALASKA, THREE 
REPORTED KILLED 


JUNEAU, Alaska, July 10 
(AP)—Three persons were re- 
ported dead and two missing 
today from a major earthquake 
which struck southeastern 


Alaska last night. 

The report of the three killed 
came from the fishing village 
of Yakutat, on the Gulf of Alas- 
ka about 200 miles northwest 
of Juneau. The victims were 
listed as Mrs. Jean Welsh Wal- 
ton, head of a Bellingham 
(Wash.) family which owns a 
cannery at Yakutat, aad Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Tibbles, em- 
ployes of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration station there. 

The three were reported to 
have died when about 500 yards 
of the south end of Khantaak 
island rose about 20 feet at the 
height of the quake and then 
fell into Yakutat bay. 

Missing were Mr. and Mrs. 
Orville Wagner of Elfin Cove, 
near Juneau. They were aboard 
their 55-foot fishing troller 
Sunmore. when it was swept by 
huge waves out of Lituya bay 
on the gulf 125 miles west of 
here. 

A tidal wave alert issued 
last night in the Hawaiian 
islands was called off this 
morning after the danger ap- 
parently had passed,

SPEAKS PRAYER 
AT HIS MEMORIAL

Robert Donat played his last 
role today. The actor’s record- 
ed a read out in emotional 
tones his prayer in death at a 
memorial service in the Lon- 
don church of St. Martin’s in 
the Fields. Donat died June 9. 

“Lord, make me channel of 
thy peace,” the recorded voice 
of Donat echoed through the 
packed church. 

“That where there is hatred 
I may bring love; 

“That. where there is wrong 

may bring the spirit of 
forgiveness...” 
- Donat tape-recorded the final 
prayer not long before his 
death. No one knew just when, 
or why. It was found on his 
recorder after the death. His 
eldest son, John, suggested it 
be played at today’s service.

More than $3000 was stolen 
last night by two men who held 
up Raymond Koram and his 
two daughters in the driveway 
of their home at 3148 Long- 
fellow boulevard, Koram re- 
ported to police. 


One of the daughters, Mrs. 
Agnes Timmons, a widow, suf- 
fered abrasions of the right 
arm and forehead when she 
was knocked down by the fam- 
ily automobile after one of the 
robbers released the emergency 
brake. The car’ moved back- 
ward on the sloping drive and 
went into the street. 


Koram said he and the wom- 
en were coming home from 
their restaurant, Three Sisters 
Cafe, 1935 North Broadway, 
after closing for the night. 


“I got out of the car to open 
the garage door,” he said. 
“Suddenly a man grabbed me. 
Another man, carrying a re- 
volver, appeared at the driv- 
er’s side of the car. He pointed 
the gun at Mrs. Timmons. 


“She screamed and I began 
struggling with the man who 
was holding me. The armed 
man threatened to shoot me.-if 
Mrs. Timmons didn’t stop 
screaming. We submitted then, 
and my daughters got out of 
the car.” 

A robber grabbed purses be- 
longing to Mrs. Timmons and 


her sister, Miss Mary Koram,. 


from the front seat. He then 
released the brake, The money, 
which totaled $3800 in cash 
and checks, was in Mrs. Tim- 
mons’s purse. Koram § said 
most of the loot was cash. 

The accident created so 
much confusion, Koram said, 
that no one noticed how the 
robbers got away. Mrs. Tim- 
mons was treated at City Hos- 
pital. 

About $900 in cash and 
jewelry valued at $700 were 
reported taken from the Ko- 
ram home April 29, 1954, 
while Mrs. Koram was away 
for 20 minutes.

“The rope was attached to a 
telephone pole and the noose 
was being placed over his head 
when he managed to convey to 
them the fact that he was an 
American,” Brannon told a 
news conference. 

“The group (‘of Russian ci- 
vilians) then paused for a dis- 
cussion. It was at this time 
that the Soviet military police 
arrived and took him into cus- 


Five Men Mistreated. 
Brannon said five of the nine 
airmen aboard the transport re- 
ceived rough treatment from 
the local population after they 
bailed out of the burning plane. 
“My hands were tied behind 
my back and I was beaten in 
the face by fists and later 


kicked in the body when placed 
aboard a truck for transport to 


the local village,” Brannon 
said. 
The four crewmen who 


landed with the plane and were 
picked up by Soviet soldiers 
were not molested, he said. 

Maj. Shupe, who parachuted 
from the burning plane, said he 
was badly beaten by the peas- 
ants who captured him. 

He added: 

“Later when they tried to 
hang me on a telephone pole I 
shouted ‘New York-Chicago’ to 
make them understand I was 
an American. While hanging 
preparations were still going 
on one man shouted some 
I don’t know what, but it 
stopped them.” 

Two or Three Hours. 

The five airmen who were 
roughly treated said they were 
in the hands of the peasants 
for two to three hours before 
being handed over to military 
authorities. Those who _ re- 
ceived rough treatment in ad- 
dition to Col. Brannon and 
Maj. Shupe were: 

Maj. Robert E. Crans of 
Macon, Mo., A2C. Earl H. 
Reamer of St. Louis Park, 
Minn., and A2C. Peter N. Sabo 
of Chicago. 

Sabo said the peasants tied 
his hands despite painful burns 
suffered in the flaming air- 
eraft on his right arm. 

Asked. whether they re- 
sisted the beatings, Col. Bran- 
non and Maj. Shupe replied 
together: 

“How can you with your 
hands tied in the back?” 

Maj. Shupe addd: “I tried 
my best to keep them away.” 

The airmen who landed with 
the plane were the pilot, Maj. 
Luther Lyles, Capt. James T. 
Kane, the navigator, First Lt. 
James N. Luther of Waseca, 
Minn, also a navigator, and 
T. Sgt. James G. Holman of 
Vivian, La. ; 

The abuse of the five flyers 
by the civilians stopped as soon 
as they were turned over to 
—— authorities, Brannon 
said. 


Considerate, Otherwise. 

Col. Brannon added that the 
“over-all treatment by local 
authorities was considerate.” 

The plane, a C-118 attached 
to this American air base in 
West Germany, was on a rou- 
tine flight carrying cargo as- 
signed to United States diplo- 
matic and military missions in 
Iran and Pakistan. It strayed 
over Soviet Armenia in bad 
weather and was attacked by 
MIG fighters. 

The nine crewmen were re- 
leased to an American repre- 
sentative on the Iranian fron- 
tier last Monday. They were 
flown back to Wiesbaden, head- 
quarters of the United States 
Air Force in Europe, for medi- 
cal observation and consulta- 
tions with Air Force officials 
before appearing before the 
press today. :

He 
said opposition forces had not 
yet decided on a candidate to 
succeed Chamoun in an elec- 
tion by the Lebanese parlia- 
ment, still scheduled for July 
24. Karami is a member of 
parliament. 

The new president must be 
a Maronite Christian as pro- 
vided in the constitution, he 
said. 

Karami said he favored a 
period of transition before a 
new president is elected. 

“The present situation is very 
disturbing,” he explained. “The 
country should be under peace 
and disarm the Lebanese civil- 
ians before an election is held 
for a new parliament.” Asked 
whether he was suggesting an 
arrangement like the emer- 
gency powers granted to Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle in France, 
Karama replied “Yes. Why 
not?” 

Criticizes Dulles. 

Like other opposition lead- 
ers, Karami blamed Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
and the Eisenhower Doctrine 
mainly for the present crisis. 

“You Americans need 
friends,” he said. “You don’t 
need slaves. 

“Dulles wants to subject us 
strictly to his policy without 
considering that we are a small 
country with our own interests. 
We want to be friends of all 
states. We have no interest in 
this conflict between the Unit- 
ed States and the Soviet 
Union.” 

The interview took place in 
the living room of a heavily 
guarded house Karami has con- 
verted into a headquarters, It 
is on a hill in an area called 
Abu Samra—one of the three 
early cities that gave tripoli 
its name. 

Exchanges of Fire.

They have been working 
in Uruk (Erech), where nearly 
5000 years ago a Sumerian epic 
poem was written about a great 
flood. 

The hero of the epic was 
Gilgamesh, a king who reigned 
in Uruk around 2800 B.C. Dr. 
Heinrich Lenzen, head .of the 
Baghdad German Archeological 
Institute, says the date of Gil- 
gamesh’s reign has been fixed 
almost exactly, but Gilgamesh, 
in the poem, actually hears of 
the flood from another charac- 
ter,- Ut-Napishtim. ‘ The prob- 
lem is to find out where Ut- 


Napishtim lived and whether 
he experienced the flood or 


‘had only heard of it and re- 
told the tale of Gilgamesh. 

Signs of a huge flood have 
been found in excavations at 
the site of ancient Ur. Lenzen 
has concluded that this was 
widespread but local, since ex- 
cavations on the same level in 
southern Iraq failed to show 
flood signs. 


3 MEN TRAPPED BY BLAST 
IN WEST VIRGINIA MINE 


SOPHIA, W.Va., July 10 
(AP) — Three miners of the 
Slab Fork Coal Co. were 
trapped deep in the No, 1 
mine by an explosion early to- 
day. <A. L. Walker, general 
manager, said chances were 
“pretty slim” of reaching the 
men alive.

2 Gangsters Named. 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, asked the question 
about the alleged assassination 
plot, and linked with it the 
fMames of murdered Chicago 
gangsters Paul (Needle Nose) 
Labriola and James Weinberg. 

“Did you know of any plan 
by Leinberg and Labriola to 
throw you out of your office 
window in an attempt to kill 
you?”

Hopes Fading for Finding Nose 
Of Missile Containing Mouse 


Thor-Able Rocket Believed to Have Gone 
6000 Miles After Success- 
ful Launching. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
July 10 (AP)—Hopes of re 
covering a nose cone and its 
mouse passenger after an in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile 
flight through space were wan- 
ing today. 

There still was a good 
chance, however, that the 
launching vehicle, a Thor-Able 
rocket, became the first United 
States ballistic weapon to 
travel 6000 miles or more. 

Some 15 hours after the 
powerful Thor-Able blasted 
away, there still was no report 
on the progress of the nose 
cone recovery operation. 


A spokesman said, “It doesn’t 
look too good now.” 

He explained that telemetry 
ships apparently still were 
searching for the highly- 
secret nose cone somewhere in 
waters of Ascension asland, 
1000 miles from the African 
coast. : 

Half-Hour Flight. 

The Thor-Able flight lasted 
only about 30 minutes. 

Officials here at first ap- 
peared to be very optimistic 
that the test would be a com- 
plete success. 

Some 15 minutes after the 
missile streaked skyward, the 
Air Force announcement that 
preliminary information indi- 
cated the Thor-Able performed 
satisfactorily. There have been 
no reports since that time. 

In Washington, Gen. Curtis 
E. LeMay, Air Force vice chief 
of staff, said that last night’s 
test was “entirely successful” 
from the viewpoint of re-entry 
into the atmosphere. 

Four airplane pilots saw the 
nose cone of the Thor-Able 
rocket come back from its 6000- 
mile space flight, the general 
said. 

At the conclusion of a speech 
to the National Press Club, 
LeMay was asked about the 
nose cone and its mouse pas- 
senger: 

“Where is the mouse—how 
is the mouse?” 

“I don’t know where. the 
mouse is and I don’t particu- 
larly carre,” LeMay replied. 

The mission was to recover 
the nose cone and its passenger 
if they withstood the fiery 
plunge through the _ earth’s 
atmosphere from space.

The mouse was nicknamed

“The checks were not used,” 
Goldfine replied. “They were 
redeposited (to the account of 
Northfield Mills), so they 
couldn’t be.” He declined, 
however, to answer any other 
questions about the two checks. 

Bennett explained later that 
he brought up the FTC com- 
plaint against Pearlman's firm 
and its dealings with one of 
Goldfine’s companies in an at- 
tempt to force Goldfine to an- 
swer questions about the $175, 
982 in checks to Pearlman's 
company. 

He said such questions would 
be pertinent to the subcommit-

He declined to state whether 
the B-47 bombers now at Tor- 
rejon and Valenzuela air bases 
are armed with atomic bombs. 

“Draw your own conclu- 
sions,” he said. “They are cap- 
able of carrying atomic weap- 
ons.” 

The start of full operations 
in Spain meant the start here 
of Operation Reflex, already 
under way at other S.A.C.

Under Operation Reflex B-47 
jet bombers are poised on 24- 
hour alert at Torrejon ready 
to take off on 15 minutes’ no- 
tice.

New Look At The Meramec 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
There seems to be some mis- 
understanding by some people 
concerning the purpose of the 
newly incorporated Meramec Ba- 
sin rp. 

The purpose of this organiza- 
tion is to secure a proper and 
well rounded study of all the 
problems in the Meramec drain- 
age area with respect to its water 
resources and related matters. 
Because of the wide differences 
of opinion on the two original 
plans—one for low dams, and one 
for high dams; because no prog- 
ress was being made with either 
one; and because there are addi- 
tional problems that have never 
been given attention—it was the 
feeling of both anti-dam and pro- 
dam leaders in many quarters in 
the valley that an overall look 
be taken, and if possible, an 
overall plan be worked out. 

The only way to find out what 
fs actually needed is to do what 
is being done: Secure the services 
of competent professional people 
who will look at all the problems. 
This will be done primarily 
through the use of special groups 
at Washington University and 
Missouri University. These univer- 
sity people will be concerned only 
with digging up the facts and of- 
fering the possible alternatives 
for development on the basis of 
those facts. 

When this is done the Mera- 
mec Basin Corp. will study the 
suggestions with the advice of 
state and federal agencies, and 
independent professional people. 
This action by the Meramec Basin 
Corp. will include discussion and 
study with interested citizens in 
every county in the basin. Then 
will be the time for people in 
the Valley to agree or disagree. 
There has been some comment 
that the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce is running this new 
corporation for the benefit of 
those who have held the old 
points of view. This is quite far 
from the truth. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce has recognized that the St. 
Louis area—both St. Louis city 
and county—is closely related to 
the Meramec Basin in many ways. 
Its purpose is to help get this 
overall approach underway. 

The matter was discussed in 
many quarters in the valley be- 
fore the incorporation of the Mer- 
amec Basin Corp. took place— 
and this included both the pro- 
dam and anti-dam supporters. 
As an individual who was born 
fn the Valley; who has been in 
all sections of jt many times; who 
was responsible for the State of 
Missouri’s Meramec Valley k- 
let; and who wrote the stat’s 
small reservoir plan—I feel that 
the overall approach to planning 
for the future of the Valley is 
the only approach that can be 
taken.

Our dumping 
he went on, repeating an argument advanced 
there earlier by Secretary Benson, “stands to 
benefit” Canada, though he admitted it had 
been a cause of “inconvenience and even oc- 
casional damage in the past.” Our restric- 
tions on the flow of Canadian oil to the Pacific 
Northwest are only temporary and have been 
so carried out as to minimize their “impact 
on your economy.” And if Washington has 
put up tariff barriers against the inflow of 
Canadian products, Ottawa has done the same 
with respect to American goods, said the 
President. 

These rather breezy dismissals of some of 
their most vexing problems must have been 
exasperating to many Canadians. Prime Min- 
ister Diefenbaker has said flatly that Ameri- 
can wheat export policy “undermines a major 
element in our export trade.” Finance Min- 
ister Fleming has pointed out that since trade 
with the United States represents 22 per cent 
of the gross national product of Canada, it is 
the crux of the business of earning their way 
for Canadians. (Trade with Canada, though 
large, represents so small a percentage of 
the gross national product of the United 
States that it exerts no faintly comparable in- 
fluence on our economy.) 

Canada’s unfavorable balance of trade with 
the United States is a potentially disastrous 
weakness in the economy which this country 
would scarcely want to continue if the shoe 
were on the other foot. Canada is, moreover, 
doing something about it, by diverting trade 
from the United States to the United King- 
dom, a solution which we should not prefer. 

President Eisenhower's visit, with Secre- 
tary Dulles, to the Canadian capital, has been 
looked to with high hopes by many on both 
sides of our common border. The areas of 
friction that have been building up between 
our two countries have already proved liabili- 
ties to both, and unless realistically dealt with 
may prove more costly still in future. 

The first necessity for progress on our side 
in improving relations with Canada is to rec- 
ognize that Canadian grievances are legiti- 
mate. The next necessity is-to propose meas- 
ures to compose them. President Eisenhower’s 
speech to Parliament did neither. One can 
only hope that in the following talks with 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker and his associ- 
ates, the President and Secretary of State will 
take a more realistic posture. 


Forward Step on Traffic 


The Aldermen are to be commended on 
their decision to remove or change the loca- 
tion of stop signs at 368 spots in the city, It 
surely will speed the flow of traffic. Every 
man’s automobile will become more useful to 
him and consequently more valuable. It is 
like money in the bank. 

A large share of the credit for persuading 
the Aldermen to act on the professional ad- 
vice for which they paid $35,000 goes to Alder- 
man A. J. Cervantes, Fifteenth Ward Demo- 
crat, who is chairman of the board’s traffic 
committee. By painstaking effort he was able 
to persuade his colleagues to go along with 
most of the stop-sign recommendations of the 
engineers, George W. Barton & Associates. 

The Barton report made other recommen- 
dations that would do even more to speed 
the movement of people and goods through- 
out the city. These included liberalization of 
left turns, a substantial number of new electric 
signals, possible increase of the 30-mile-an- 
hour speed limit to 35 on primary streets and 
a reduction to 25 in the neighborhoods—all 
looking forward to the development of a “no 
stop” traffic artery system. 

Some of the proposals can be put into effect 
with relatively little cost; others require sub- 
stantial appropriations. Mr. Cervantes and 
his colleagues would perform another public 
service if they would move rapidly to carry 
out the former while seeking means of finan- 
ing the latter. 


. Discrimination in Retirements? 


The Reserve Officers Association, a strong 
military lobby, has made a very serious 
charge against the Army Medical Department 
in its allegations that scores of career re- 
servists suffering from serious ailments such 
as cancer and tuberculosis are being dis- 
charged as “fit for release from active duty” 
instead of being retired with pay. 

The ROA says this policy includes “unfair 
and unjust discrimination” in favor of Reg- 
ular officers and is intended to “keep from 
running up the retired payrolls” instead of 
paying for service-incurred disabilities. The 
ROA also has been fighting to keep the 
largest possible number of reserve officers 
on duty as the size of the Army is successively 
reduced. Those who complete 20 years of 
service are sure of a tidy pension. 

While there may be a few individual cases 
where mistakes are made or injustices done, 
it is hard to believe that the Surgeon Gener- 
al’s Office would countenance any unfair pro- 
gram designed to save money at the expense 
of reserve officers with service-incurred ail- 
ments. Chairman Vinson of the House Armed 
Services Committee, to whom the complaint 
was addressed, should see that this charge is 
thoroughly investigated and the results made 
known.

The first fact 
is that Mr. Goldfine gave costly and unusual 
favors to the man who exercises enormous 
and largely anonymous power as “assistant 
President.” The second fact is that Sherman 
Adams used the prestige and influence of his 
extraordinary position in the White House in 
Mr. Goldfine’s interest. There is a substan- 
tial presumption that the effect was to give 
Mr. Goldfine a better break at the Federal 
Trade Commission than he would have got 
on his own, but whether that is true or not 
the essential fact is that White House pressure 
was brought to bear in Mr. Goldfine’s -behalf. 

Finally, the third and most depressing fact 
is that, for reasons of mere expediency, Mr. 
Adams and. President Eisenhower have 
elected to brazen out these damaging disclo- 
sures if they can. We doubt if they will be 
able to do so in the end, in which case Mr. 
Adams’s departure from the White House 
wiil be a matter of pure expediency just as 
is the attempt to keep him there. The dam- 
age has been done. By even attempting to 
retain Mr. Adams, the President has publicly 
repudiated the high principles of public mo- 
rality which he has so often proclaimed. He 
has publicly applied one criterion of conduct 
to Mr. Adams and another to lesser officials. 
He has publicly applied a double standard to 
his own staff and to the staff of other 
presidents. 

The Harris subcommittee investigation may 
fill in new details, but despite its own ex- 
cesses and an unfortunate carnival atmos- 
phere, the basic facts it has already estab- 
lished are devastating. 


Dollars and Lives in the Air 


A report filed with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board by the Air Force board investigating 
the mid-air collision of an airliner and a mili- 
tary jet trainer in which 12 persons died May 
20 contains little new data of importance. 
The recommendations have either been put 
into effect or are being pursued diligently. 

But the report emphasizes the inadequacy 
of radar surveillance equipment serving high- 
density air traffic in the Washington-Balti- 
more region near where the collision occurred. 
Traffic controllers saw the two planes on 
their antiquated war-surplus equipment, but 
before they could warn them the crash hap- 
pened. There is no reason to doubt the testi- 
mony that had the equipment been modern 
the accident might have been prevented. 

The appropriation for airways maintenance 
and modernization in 1955 was only $3,200,- 
000. In 1956 it was $16,000,000; 1957, $75,- 
000,000; 1958, $146,000,000 and if the amount 
asked by the Administration for fiscal 1959 
is approved it will total $175,000,000. Thus 
75 per cent of the total has been made avail- 
able in the last year. Yet it has been glaring- 
ly apparent for at least 10 years that the air- 
ways were inadequate and obsolete, Next year 
the first jet airliners will go into operation. 
But it takes time to produce the equipment, 
time to set it up and time to train the men 
needed to operate it. see 

Gen. Elwood R. Quesada (Ret.), summed 
the situation up when he commented last 
month, “Always, we must forecast the prob- 
lems of the future and start doing something 
about them now in order to meet them 
efficiently.” 


The Monitors Step In 


The Teamsters union’s court-appointed mon- 
itors are serving the cause of union democra- 
cy with their decision to see for themselves 
whether Harold J. Gibbons rigged his election 
as president of the St. Louis Joint Council. 

To date the appeal of the losing candidate, 
E. E. (Gene) Walla, has been processed wholly 
within the confines of the union’s own admin- 
istrative machine. This is to say that the 
matter has been handled by international vice 
presidents who in effect are subordinates of 
Mr. Gibbons, who happens to be both an in- 
ternational vice president and principal aid 
to President Hoffa. It is not strange that Mr. 
Gibbons has been upheld on every point. 

Now that the Federal court monitors have 
entered the picture, a more detached view 
of the affair may be possible. Three points 
are at issue: Is Carnival Workers’ Local 447, 
whose votes elected Mr. Gibbons, a bona fide 
affiliate of the St. Louis Council? Its mem- 
bers are scattered over several southern 
states, and when its “delegates” arrived here 
to support Gibbons in the election they were 
complete strangers to the St. Louisans.

The Mysteries of Galindez—and of Ernst 


A Fighting Congressman Demands That Congress Unravel Them

Morris Ernst, known to many as 
a fearless lawyer, has—for a fee— 
published a lawyer’s brief to clear. 
his employer, Generalissimo Rafael 
Trujillo, long-time dictator of the 
Dominican Republic, of charges of 
complicity in kidnapping and mur- 
der of Dr. Jesus de Galindez and the 
murder of Gerald Lester Murphy. 
Ernst’s retainer and expenses run to

Public Opinion reminded Ernst of 

this.

ship. By his own words, he should 

have quit if his request had been 
frustrated. He didn’t. 


Now we have before us the results 
of Ernst’s arrangement with the Do- 
minican dictator. 

Ernst hints that his information, 
if he were callous enough to reveal 
it, is salacious and most damaging to 
Murphy. 

Ernst, by his own admission, was 
hard put to defame Galindez. He 
quotes the respected President of 
the Basque Government-in-Exile, 
Jose Aguirre: 

“The integrity and honesty of Ga- 
lindez is beyond all type of doubts. 
His scrupulousness and diligence 
has been exemplary. ... His ac- 
counts have always been exact... .” 

Galindez’s financial integrity is 
a major Ernst concern. We are told 
that Galindez had embezzlement 
charges hanging over him in the 


Dominican Republic. He allegedly 
promised to deliver 8000 copies of 
a compilation of Dominican labor 
laws for 15,000 pesos ($15,000). If 
the charges were true, why didn’t 
the Dominican Government institute 
extradition c ? 

Ernst says: “We examined the rea- 
son for the Dominican Government's 
failure to pursue its claim.” He 
doesn’t tell us the outcome of his 
examination. One concludes it 
didn’t tally with his defense of 
Trujillo. 

Ernst tries to create the impres- 
sion that Galindez’s collection of $1,- 
000,000 (over a seven-year period) 
for the Basque Government-in-Ex- 
ile has dark connotations. Yet Pres- 
ident Aguirre of the Basque Govern- 
ment-in-Exile has assured me, as he 
did Ernst, that the money collected 
by Galindez was used to further 
Basque causes. 


Ernst clinches his innuendoes 
about Galindez by implying that he 
just took off somewhere. A chap- 
ter is devoted to various allegations 
by people who have claimed to have 
seen Galindez since. his disappear- 
ance. After detailed discussion of 
three frauds, Ernst says he does not 
put credence in the stories. But the 
seed of doubt is firmly planted. 

A goodly portion of Ernst’s report 
is dedicated to character assassina- 
tion. 

Ernst’s principal argument is an 
attempt to chop at both ends of Mur- 
phy’s flight schedule so as to make 
it impossible for Murphy to have 
made a round trip to the Dominican 
Republic on the night Galindez was 
kidnapped. Ernst didn’t have the 
evidence that the FBI had. He says 
he has considered it—but the Jus- 
tice Department says he has never 
seen these papers. 

Ernst claims that the mathemati- 
cal calculations made by his flight 
weather expert point up the impossi- 
bility of such a flight in the time 
available to Gerry. The FBI figures 
differently. Then there is the ques-

tion of whether a plane could land at 
Monte Cristi A rt in the Domini- 
can Republic. 


Monte Cristi was a “natural” for the

Decorum Is Lacking 


They are never truly objec- 
tive, as is a court, nor could 
they be. For even the most de- 
cent committee is not exactly 
looking for an acquittal. When 
it starts a hearing, it natural- 
ly can have no wish to have it 
end in the collapse of what- 
ever case the committee has 
developed. 

Such investigations, more; 
over do not have and cannot 
have the decorum and detach- 
ment of a court. The atmos- 
phere, though it may vary 
markedly in degree, in sub- 
stance is always the same; ah- 
hah! You evil fellow; we’ve got 
you, haven’t we? 

Most of all they are dis- 
orderly, in the deepest sense. 
And this is because Congress 
is the wrong place either to 
conduct investigations or 
prosecutions Or to dispense any 
kind of justice. Not being a 
court, and having none of the 
carefully measured powers and 
responsibilities of a court, a 
committee is invariably 
tempted to go where it has no 
right to go. 


Truth Is a Victim 


And not being under the pro- 
tections of a court, the accused 
witness is invariably tempted 
to conduct his defense as much 
on publicity rubbish as on fact. 

Bernard Goldfine, for ex- 
ample, is surrounded by a bat- 
talion of public relations men. 
How does objective truth 
emerge from a contest between 
hucksterism on the defense 
side and irresponsible, penny- 
ante snoopism on the commit- 
tee side? 

Truth is one of the victims of 
this sort of procedure. The ac- 
cused sometimes are victims, 
too.. ‘And rich, conservative 
Republican business men can 
bleed from the wounds of in- 
justice quite as freely as did 
the liberal intellectuals in the 
days of McCarthyism.) 

But perhaps the chief of all 
victims is the dignity of the 
Congress of the United States.

The OQ-19 aerial target, with 
a wing span of 11.5 feet, is 
launched from a catapult and 
recovered by parachute. Its 
speed is about 228 miles an 
hour and ceiling 23,000 feet. 
In a demonstration the ground 
controller had it do outside 
and inside loops and barrel 
rolls. 

A larger aerial target in use 
is the RP-77D. It has a wing 
span of 15 feet and endurance 
of one hour at 40,000 feet. Its 
speed is more than 415 miles 
an hour. It is ground-launched 
and recovered by parachute. 

These little gadgets would 
brighten the eyes of any 
youngster, but they are not 
likely to get one for Christ- 
mas. They cost as much as a 
small yacht. But such gadgets 
and expenditures are essential 
for training air defense mis- 
silemen.

IN LOUIS XIII’S France the tomato was called “pomme 
d’amour” (love apple) and thought to possess luring magic. 
Basically, we agree with the sixteenth century French about 
the tomato; it is a “love” of a vegetable, and the apple of the 
good cook’s eye because it “possesses luring magic’ when it 


comes to tempting appetites. 


The tomato’s rich redness 
and uniquely delicious flavor 
make it a salad in itself when 
simply sliced and served with 
a dash of dressing. But the 
clever homemaker also uses 
this handsome vegetable as a 
basis for many appealing salad 
combinations.

The bite-sized pieces of ham 
may be marinated for a few 
hours before cooking in French 
dressing or your favorite mari- 
nade. Then onto the skewers 
they go, with alternating mush- 
room caps, pepper slices and 
onions, brushed with oil or but- 
ter, and so to the barbecue or 
oven broiler, whichever is more 
convenient.

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SENATE GROUP 
OK’S TRADE CURB 
ON PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, July 10 
(UPI) — The Senate Finance 
Committee today approved a 
three-year r rocal trade ex- 
tension bill which would sharp- 
ly curb the President's power 
to overrule Tariff Commission 
decisions. 

Final committee action on 
the House-passed bill came by 
a 12-to-2 vote with Senator 
Paul Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
not voting. 

Voting — the bill were 
Santors William E. Jenner of 
Indiana and George W. Malone 
of Nevada, both Republicans. 

The limitation on the Presi- 
dent’s veto authority Was ap- 
proved by a 8-to-7 vote of the 
full committee. 

The House bill would con- 
tinue the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram for five years and con- 
tains a milder limitation on the 
Chief Executive’s veto power. 

The controversial Senate 
amendment would require the 
President to accept recom- 
mendations of the Tariff Com- 
mission unless Congress by a 
majority vote of both houses 
upheld his position, This re- | 
versed the procedure in the 
House bill, which provides that 
the President’s action would 
stand unless Congress by a 
two-thirds vote overruled him. 

The change was offered by | 
Senator Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma. 

The Finance Committee also 
adopted unanimously, except 
for the abstaining action of 
Douglas, an amendment set- 
ting a nine-member commis- 
sion to make an over-all study 
of United States reciprocal 
trade policies and report to 
Congress by June 30, 1960. 

The final -committee bill 
limits the President’s addi- 
tional tariff-cutting authority 
to a total of 15 per cent over 
the coming three years. The 
House bill would allow him to 


make a total of 25 per cent in | 


cuts, on the basis of an addi- | 


tional 5 per cent in each of 
five years. 

In revising the trade exten- 
sion méasure, the committee 
added new language broaden- 
ing the “national security” 
clause of the present act to 
help domestic industries such 
as oil and textiles, 

It stipulated that the Presi- 
dent must recognize the “close 
relation of the economic wel- 
fare of the nation to our na- 
tional security.” It instructed 
him to consider the “impact of 
foreign competition on _ the 
economic welfare of individual 


domestic industries,” as well | 
as unemployment or other 
losses resulting from. “‘exces- 
sive imports.” 

Having accepted this langu- 
age, the committee rejected by 
voice vote a proposal of Sena- 
tor Russell Long (Dem.), Loui- 
Siana, to apply mandatory re- 
strictions on foreign oil im- 
ports.

The Egyptian and Yugoslav 
presidents issued a commu- 
nique after talks on Tito’s 
Adriatic island retreat, Brioni. 
They decried “foreign domina- 
tion, the interférence by some 
countries in the internal affairs 


gious holiday observances in| of other countries, and the use 


of pressure or force or threat 
of force by any country against 
another one.” 

The communique specifically 
referred to Lebanon and In- 
donesia, but it also mentioned 
pressures in “various parts of 
the world’’—an apparent refer- 
ence to Tito’s dispute with the 
Kremlin. 

It appealed for the conven- 
ing of a summit conference 
and for an end to thermo- 
nuclear tests. It said these 
tests should be ended wher- 
ever held, “whether that be an 
ocean or the African Sahara 


| desert or any other place.” 


A key part of the 500-word 
statement said: 

“In appraising the interna- 
tional situation, it was noted 
that after a period of favorable 
development in the direction 
of easing tension, there re- 
appeared a trend in the oppo- 
site direction mainly because of 
the continuation of the arma- 
ments race and of the tenden- 
cies (by some) to influence and 
dominate other countries 
through interference in their 
internal affairs, and by various 
forms of pressure 

“Such regrettable phenomena 
became apparent lately in vari- 
ous parts of the world, includ- 
ing Indonesia and the Lebanon, 

“In this regard the two presi- 
dents agreed on ... the impor- 
tance of taking the necessary 


steps for ending the ‘cold war,’

When 
he was licensed in New York 
he managed a heavyweight, 
Julio Mederos. Following a 
hearing before the New York 
State Athletic Commission in 
1955, White did not apply for a 
license renewal. 

Both charges in the indict- 
ments are misdemeanors pun- 
ishable upon convittion of a 
year in jail, or a $500 fine, or 
an indeterminate sentence of 
not more than three years, 

Grant Indicted. 

Last July 2, the grand jury, 
which has been investigating 
underworld influence in pro- 
fessional boxing for a year, re- 
turned an indictment against 
Bertram T. Grant, a profes- 
sional boxing judge, charging 
him with conspiracy and brib- 
ery. He is at liberty on a $2500 
bond. The indictment charged 
he accepted $400 in bribes to 
influence his “decision as a 
judge.” 

Akins, a former Golden 
Gloves boxer, has two co-man- 
agers. One is Edward Yawitz, 
operator of the Clardel Drug 
Co., Inc., 5601 Delmar boule- 
vard, St. Louis, and the other 
is Bernard Glickman, Chicago 
awning manufacturer. Akins

This may be due, in part, to 
the fact that Hamilton has in 
him a lot of the charm, gallan- 
try and romanticism of a gen- 
uine Geste. Any time Holly- 
wood is casting about for some- 
one’s story to make, they would 
do well to study the career 
of Neil Hamilton, who rose 
from obscurity to fame, fell 
from fame into obscurity and 
worse, and who then found a 
faith and philosophy which has 
brought him more peace of 
mind and happiness than he 
ever dreamed of when he was 
one of the kings of Hollywood. 

Hamilton's parents had want- 
ed hinr to become a priest. 
He had more or less gone 


along with the idea, chiefly to . 


please them, but down deep 
in his heart he knew he wanted 
to be an actor. When, at the 
age of 18 he announced to his 
parents that he was going to 
leave home to seek a career 
on the stage, nothing was said. 
But on the day he left his fa- 
ther told him, in cold, im- 
placable tones: “Your mother 
is going to have chicken for 
Sunday dinner. We're going 
to wait until 2 o'clock. And 
if you’re not here by 2 o’clock, 
we're going to sit down and 
start eating.” 

This was a stern, New Eng- 
land father’s way of saying 
that if he wasn’t back by then, 
he needn’t come back. It 
wasn't quite as grim as it 
sounded, however. Not many 
years later, Hamilton's parents 
were living in a handsome 
home in Hollywood and when 
anyone asked the elder Hamil- 
tgn his occupation he would 
reply proudly, “I’m the father 
of Neil Hamilton the famous 
motion picture star.” 

Hamilton was born in Lynn, 
Mass. His father was a ma- 
chinist and they moved around 
considerably in New England 
when he was a boy. They were 
living in New Haven when he

left home. Before he was 18 he 
had had a couple of jobs in 
factories, and had wound up 
clerking in a hardware store. 
That was what he was doing 
when he made the fateful de- 
cision. He had saved $50 and 
he decided he should have 
some portraits made. 

He owned one suit, two 
vests and a lot of neckties. He 
took his wardrobe to a local 
photographer, posed in both 
vests and most of the neck- 
ties, and got a batch of photos 
for $10. Then he went to New 
York. He was the typical hick 
in the big city, with his little 
grip clutched in his hands, 
he wandered around, finally 
stopped in a cigar store to ask 
where Broadway was, only to 
learn he was on the corner of 
Broadway and Forty-second 
street. 

His ultimate destination was 
Fort Lee, N.J., which was the 
Hollywood of its day.

“THIS GRAND SLAM at 
hearts was sent to me by Mrs. 
Herbert G. Nash, treasurer of 
the Women’s National Republi- 
can Club and quite a player,” 
writes William B. Emerson of 
New York, in presenting to- 
day's problem hand. 

“Mrs. Nash, on a recent trip, 
ran into the hand twice, once 
in Pittsburgh and once in 
Charlestown.” I showed it to 
six friends. None of them 
could find a way to make seven 
hearts. I couldn't, either, and 
had to ask Mrs. Nash for the 
solution. 


“You probably know of the 
hand — it appears to have 
traveled — and your readers 


might have fun trying to make 
it se 


It is a popular hand and we 
have received it at various 
times from other friends in 
Bermuda, Jamaica, Canada and 
the United States. For those 
who had not seen it or have 
forgotten the solution, suppose 
you are South at seven hearts 
and West opens the king of 
clubs. Study all four hands; 
then plan your play. 

South makes his grand slam 
by a dummy-reversal and un- 
blocking play. He wishes to 
run dummy’s long diamond 
suit, but the suit is blocked. 
If he draws trumps and then 
clears the ace-king of dia- 
monds, he has no re-entry back 
to the board. If he touches 
diamonds before drawing 
trumps, he runs into a ruff. 

Declarer therefore plans to 
discard both top diamonds. 
One he can throw on the ace 
of spades. By ruffing two

Then Para- 
mount signed him and he was 
starred in pictures like “Street 
of Forgotten Men,” “Desert 
Gold,” “The Great Gatsby” 
and, toward the close of the 
silent era, “Beau Geste.” 


Unlike a lot of others, Ham- 
ilton wasn’t-eclipsed by the 
talkies. He had a good speak- 
ing voice and even holds the 
distinction, he said, of singing 
the first song ever heard on 
the talking screen. Most peo- 
ple will think the first singing 
was done by Al Jolson in “The 
Jazz Singer.” The film in 
which Hamilton sang was one 
of those part-talkies which 
went along silent until about 
the last reel or two and then 
burst into dialogue. But in 
this one there wasn’t even any 
dialogue. In fact, his song was 
the only sound in it. 

Hamilton’s decline, which 
came in the late 1930s, was his 
own fault, he explains. “I was 
the king who could do no 
wrong. I would be star for-

She isn’t Gayle’s Aunt 
Fanny by blood. The old 
maid’s real name is Miss 
Fanny Schulein, She lives 
in the backroom of a bun- 
galow at 457 North Har- 
vard street in Los 
Angeles. She is an old 
friend, and years ago my 
JIM BISHOP wife and I made it up 

that she was Aunt Fanny. 

The statistics on Aunt Fanny are easy to recite. She 
was born in Nuernberg to a wealthy linen family, Her 
people were orthodox Jews. They had position. Once, Aunt 
Fanny had an admirer and he came from a proper family 
and they went bicycle riding in the mountains. At sun- 
down, he proposed that they stay overnight at an inn. Aunt 
Fanny pedaled all the way home by herself and has never 
trusted another man. 

She was in her time, a well-known motion picture 
writer. She knew Emil Jannings and Max Reinhardt and 
Marlene Dietrich and Schildkraut the elder. That was 
in Germany. The Adolf Hitler came into power and 
Aunt Fanny talked too loud. She fled to America. 


Nobody knew her in 1933, She had trouble 
speaking English. She couldn’t write in the new 
language either. So she became a nursemaid in 
families around New York, She had a sense of 
humor and this kept her on a solid footing. She 
enjoyed jokes and would slap her knees and rock 
with laughter and say: “Yah, dot is goot.” 


I was a reporter on a New York paper and she entered 
a contest I managed and won $5. She was so surprised 
that she came to see me and thank me for the money. 
We became friends and it has been that way ever since. 


WHEN THE GESTAPO came for her mother and sister 
in Nuernberg the two women laid out their clothes the 
night before, and their bank books and identification pa- 
pers and then, asking God's forgiveness, turned on the 
gas. The Gestapo were so grateful that they permitted 
a neighbor to cable the news to Aunt Fanny. 

Almost 15 years ago, Fanny Schulein drifted to Cali- 
fornia. She has worked as a maid for many people, some 
of them kind. Time laid a heavy hand on her shoulders and 
now she is stooped and—my guess—65. She is slower 
and she has good days and bad days. She works seldom 
because she cannot push a mop as well as she once could, 
although she can still tell beautiful stories to children 
that make their eyes sparkle. 


She, who has nothing, spends all of her spare 
time working for charities, Her pet is the Dawn 
Society, which takes the eyes from the dead and 
gives them to the living. Through interminable 
eorrespondence, she has managed to persuade 
many motion picture stars to will their eyes to 
the Dawn Society. 


In the 15 years she has been in California, I have seen 
her twice. Yet, in all those years, she has never forgotten 
a birthday in my family nor an anniversary. Elinor used 
to say: “Well, if we don’t get a card from anyone else, 
Aunt Fanny will come through.” And Aunt Fanny always 
did. We never sent her a card and I didn’t answer one 
per cent of the nice letters she sent. 


SHE SITS IN HER LITTLE BACK ROOM and she 
writes letters to shut-ins and to those who may feel dis- 
couraged by adversity.

IN SHOPS AND HOTELS 
around the world, cash regis- 
ters click with staccato pre- 
cision, and kindly forebear- 
ance to Americans is practiced 
like a fine art. 

It happens every year when 
the voice of the tourist is 
heard in the land. 

As travelers go, Americans 
are popular enough. Certainly 
the national travel bureaus 
open their arms wide in eager- 
ness to entice United States 
travelers to their exciting, pic- 
turesque, unique countries. 

Even discounting the for- 
eigner’s childlike faith in the 
bountiful wealth of every 
American. visitors from the 
United States are well liked. 
But there is always the re- 
grettable exception—the one 
who is remembered long after 
polite guests are only 
names in last year’s registers. 

How can they forget him? 
In Moscow he tries to show 
vodka veterans how Americans 
can handle the stuff. (He suc- 
ceeds, alas.) In London he ex- 
pounds on the barbarity of not 
having central heating. In 
Tokyo he insists he must visit 
the Emperor. And in Buenos 
Aires, the Paris of Latin Amer- 
ica, he saunters down fashion- 
able Florida avenue in bright 
T-shirt and slacks. 

Usually more bumbling than 
downright ill-mannered, he is 
baffled by currency, language 
and all the odds and ends of 
foreign living that his well- 
thumbed “how to travel in—” 
never got around to mention- 
ing. 

Indeed, there are things your 
best Baedeker won’t tell you. 


Do you know, for example, 
that Spaniards find overtip- 
ping offensive? Or that it is 
bad form in England to wear 
a raincoat and carry an um- 
brella at the same time? Or 
that the feelthy pictures pic- 
tures peddied on Paris 
streets are mostly photo- 
graphs of nude statues in the 
Louvre museum? 


elthese travel tidbits come 
Straight from an Associated 
Press world survey of how 
tourist countries regard Amer- 
ica’s sunshine expatriates. The 
survey shows that, although 
generally well-behaved, Yan- 
kees possess some accoutre- 
ments and attitudes that in- 
spire most hosts from Tipper- 
ary to Tasmania to roll their 
eyes heavenward in wordless 
pleas for strength. 

Five of these are: 

(1) Loud mouths, 
clothes to match. 

(2) Overtipping or under- 
tipping—you can’t win. 

(3) Obnoxious offspring— 
seen, heard and obeyed by 
their doting parents. 

(4) Mania for “right away 
—tout suite—hurry.”’ 

(5) Cameras, cameras, cam- 
eras. 

What are Americans loud- 
mouthed about? Mostly the 
good old U.S.A., where every- 
thing is better—the people, 
politics, customs, know-how, 
homey comfort and especially 
the service. 

They can also be embarrass- 
ingly explicit about the short- 
comings of the country they're 
visiting. These are the times 
when even the walls under- 
stand English, not to mention 
the nationals at the next table. 

As for attire, most observers 
of United States tourists 
abroad might reasonably as- 
sume America to be a land of 
beaches, dude ranches and 
eternal barbecues. The Vien- 
nese are horrified by cowboy 
shirts at their beloved opera, 
Danes are discomfited by flap- 
ping bush shirts, devout Ital- 
ians are outraged by scanty, 
sunback dresses or tight fem- 
inine slacks in their cathedrals. 
Nobody asks formality, just 
propriety. 

Tipping is a real problem. 
The Japanese and Filipinos 
think Americans pennypinch- 
ing. The average Berliner, 
who has to cope with spoiled 
waiters during the tourist sea- 
son, thinks Americans too lav- 
ish. In most countries 15 per 
cent seems the right amount 
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Fix It Yourself 


IN THE COURSE of time 
you'll probably run across the 
interesting job of trying to fit 
and cut a material to fit around 
some irregular shape. It often 
occurs in hanging wallpaper 
when it’s necessary to fit the 
paper around window and door 
casings. 


You are almost bound to run 
into it when putting down 
flooring, for the flooring must 
be cut to fit around the base 
of door casings.

American insistence on im- 
mediate service is most an- 
noying to more leisurely 
people, who roughly com- 
prise the rest of the world’s 
population. For example, 
the Swedes like to kick the 
idea of a meal around a bit 
before deciding. For an 
American to bark an order 
before the headwaiter can 
describe his offerings is 
practically an insult. A tour- 
ist official in Tokyo says: 
“The words ‘right away’ 
are almost offensive to the 
Japanese ear.” 


Moving through the world to 
an accompaniment of clicking 
shutters, the camera-crazed 
tourist is more a source of 
wonder than irritation. Danes 
say Americans take more pic- 
tures than anybody, usually of 
each other. Filipinos believe 
all American travelers are 
equipped at birth with two 
cameras (one still, one movie) 
and that the straps are never 
removed from around their 
necks so long as they have the 
strength to continue moving. 

But most countries are tol- 
erant of faux pas. In Japan 
being kind to travelers is high 
national policy. For tourists 
much red tape has been cut, 
exemptions put in effect. 

Overlooking American foot- 
in-mouthisms is even prac- 
ticed by kings. Gustav Adolf 
VI of Sweden tells the story of 
an American who asked him: 
what’s your last

simply: “Bernadotte.”’ 

Here are some helpful hints 
gleaned from the Associated 
Press survey, which point out 
specific etiquette for top tour- 
ist countries: 

FRANCE 

What to do: 

Try to speak French, though 
fractured.

bought at a good exchange rate 
in New York and there’s no 
limit. Or you can get them in 
France at airports, steamship 
docks, hotels and banks. Don’t 
pay cabbies and shopowners in 
dollars. They’re honest, but 
have little idea of the official 
exchange rate. 

Approach the subject of food 
with reverence. It will be slow 
because it’s individually pre- 
pared. L’addition may be slow 
too because the French feel 
there’s no need to upset deli- 
cate digestive processes by 
rushing up with the bill. 

What not to do: 

Don’t offer advice or crit- 
icism about France’s numer- 
ous North African problems. 

Don’t buy francs from street 
characters at fantastic rates. 
They'll give you phony money 
or shortchange you. Since it’s 
illegal you can’t go to the po- 
lice. 

Don’t come with the notion 
“French are dirty.” Paris 
garbage is collected daily, even 
Sunday, and the streets are 
washed down several times a 
week. 

Don’t use American cig- 
arettes—about 50 cents a pack 
in French tobacco shops—as 
substitutes for tips. 

Don’t believe it about 
France’s drinking water. It’s 
safe to drink. But waiters 
would rather bring you wine. 

ITALY 

Do carry a light scarf in 
your purse, if you’re a woman, 
for covering your head before 


entering churches and the 
Vatican. Arms should also be 
covered. 


Try to take metered cabs, 
not the cars for hire parked 
in front of the big hotels. 
You'll avoid overcharging. 

Don’t sass the cops—it’s an 
insult to state and flag. 

Don’t overtip. A_ service 
charge is added to restaurant 
bills, but you may additionally 
tip about five per cent. For 
taxis, tip about 50 lire (8 cents). 

Don’t drive like an Italian. 
He expects you to drive more 
carefully than he and if you 
doublecross him, there might 
be a disaster. It’s safest to let 
him go first. 

GREAT BRITAIN 

Do tip about 15 per cent. 
And remember the hotel hall 
porter. Expect service from 
him—he can arrange transpor- 
tation, theater tickets, restau- 
rant reservations—and tip him 
accordingly. 

Remember the British like 
60-degree room temperature 
and dress for it. 


Figure it will rain every day 
in Britain — and get an 
umbrella. 


Don’t describe the British 
way of driving on the left side 
of the road as “the wrong 
side.” 

Don’t criticize the royal fam- 
ily, or complain about Britain’s 
weather, food or confusing 
monetary system. There’s noth- 
ing you can do about them. 

SPAIN 

Try to learn Spanish cur- 
rency. It’s easy: 100 centimos 
to the peseta and the peseta 
roughly is worth two cents. 

Buy pesetas in New York or 
any other free money market 
before coming. 

Don’t overtip. Ten per cent 
is fine for taxis. Most restau- 
rants, bars and hotels add a 
15 per cent service charge to 
the bill, but you may add an- 
other peseta or two for the 
waiter. A station porter gets 
5 pesetas for one bag, 10 for 
two, 15 for more than two. 

GERMANY 

Learn a little about German 
problems become coming: Ber- 
lin is 110 miles behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Learn the geography before 
you go wandering around. 
Traveling through the Soviet 
zone, one wrong turn on the 
Autobahn and you may be de- 
tained for hours at a Russian 
checkpoint. 

: AUSTRIA 

Remember Austrians are 
very accommodating and polite 
to tourists, Americans are es- 

popular because by the 
time they reach Austria after 
touring western Europe they 
aren't complaining much, and

United States auto drivers are 
considered unusually courteous 
and careful. 

RUSSIA 

Remember that  Intourist, 
the Soviet state tourist organi- 
zation, will keep you well at- 
tended, well fed and well 
guided. You buy Intourist cou- 
pons which entitle you to a 
hotel room with bath, meals, 
a hire car for two or three 
hours a day and the services 
of an English speaking guide 
thoroughly trained politically, 
historically and geographically. 

Behave pretty much as you 
would at home. Soviet people 
are naturally friendly, and it 
takes a lot to make them lose 
their friendliness and curiosity 
about foreigners. 

Don't bring along a lot of 
trinkets, such as_ ballpoint 
pens, as gifts. Intourist frowns. 

Don't expect to change your 
travel plans or your hotel as

you would elsewhere. You 
make out best if you accept 
the Intourist routings and ac- 
commodations. 

And don’t say what you 
think of Lenin and Stalin, en- 
tombed in the Red Square.

SCANDINAVIA 


Remember Copenhagen has 
good restaurants and night 
spots open at practically any 
hour, while Sweden has only 
movies, the opera, the theater 
for night entertainment—and 
to buy a drink in Sweden you 
must order food. There's no 
rule about your eating it, 
though. 

Don’t insist on the top piece 
of bread on a sandwich. The 
Scandinavian sandwich is open 
faced and eaten with knife 
and fork. 

Don’t complain loudly about 
prices. They're just as high 
for Scandinavians. 

And don't be too friendly. 
Scandinavians, unlike Ameri- 
cans, don’t proceed on a first- 
name basis immediately after 
introductions. 


BRAZIL 


Don’t be offended, if you're 
a woman, when Brazilian men 
whistle at you as they pass by. 
It’s a compliment. On the other 
hand, there are Latin lover 
types who hang around the 
tourist hotels waiting to pounce 
upon lonely women tourists. 

Don't be taken in by street 
vendors selling French per- 
fume, which is water and cheap 
perfume. 


ARGENTINA 

Bring your most conservative 
suits—with the old pearl stick- 
pin, if you can find it, And 
remember, women wear black 
after sundown, especially in 
the cool months—April to No- 
vember. Argentina is most 
sophisticated about its dress. 


JAPAN 

Speak slowly and avoid slang 
expressions. 

Don’t try to bargain. 
are fixed in stores. 
makes you look cheap. 

Don’t walk into a Japanese 
home with your shoes on. Use 
slippers provided at the en- 
trance. 

Don't be shocked at the cost 
in a Japanese night club. The 
average minimum charge is 
about $15 per person. 

Don’t tip taxi drivers and 
waitresses, as a rule. Hotel 
maids and room boys are 
tipped 10 per cent unless a 
service charge is added to the 
bill. In high class Japanese 
restaurants, the sky’s the limit 
on tips—with 20 per cent a

‘Man of 
The House’

GEORGE IS 11 years old. 
But his father has recently 
died. 

“You'll be the man of the 
house now, Geurge,” friends 
and relatives assure him. “It’s 
mighty fine that your mother 
has you to look after her.” 


Sometimes a father himself 
on his deathbed passes this 
burden to his son. “From how 
on, Billy, you'll have to take 
my place. You'll be the man 
of the house.” The intention 
in all this is laudable, but the 
results are likely to be deplor- 
able. 


No ll-year-old boy can ever 
be the man of the house. No 
ll-year-old boy can ever take 
the place of his father in look- 
ing after his mother. Merely 
to state the case this bluntly 
is sufficient to show how un- 
realistic and absurd the idea is. 
Why, then, should a conscien- 
tious and unhappy little boy 
be broken down with such @ 
load? 


Every boy and every girl 
should be expected to be- 
have appropriately to their 
actual ages. Sometimes 
they'll do a little better than 
we have any right to expect. 
Sometimes they won't do as 
well. This could be said of 
every one of us. But it is 
unfair, it is damaging, occa- 
sionally it may even be dis- 
astrous to a. child to be 
assured that he must take 
the place of an adult. It can’t 
be done and it shouldn't be 
tried. 


In the case of a father’s 
death, the boy has enough dif- 
ficulties to face without having 
a burden thrown on him that 
doesn’t belong to him. Older 
relatives can assure him that 
they will help out and count 
on his assistance. That’s what 
he would give his own father 
and that’s al] that anyone can 
ask. 


A death in the family brings 
many inevitable changes and 
many shifts in responsibility. 
When the father is taken, the 
mother has to assume many 
obligations that formerly didn’t 
belong to her. Both she and 
everyone else concerned, how- 
ever, should take care that the 
children are not deliberately 
harmed, even with the most 
pious and most loving inten- 
tions, by being allowed to sup- 
pose that they must now play 
a part for which they are en- 
tirely unfitted.

Rainfall and 


By Ramon Cof{man 


MUCH RAIN IS produced 
after moist winds rise above 
hills or mountains. The moist 
air becomes cooler and cooler 
as it rises, and at length there 
is rain. 


That is only part of the/|# 


story. A person may ask, “Why | 223 : 


does a flat area often have 
a great deal of rain?” 


After the soil is heated by 
sunshine, the heat rises and 
warms the air near the sur- 
face. The warm air goes up- 
ward, If it contains moisture, 
it is likely to produce cumu- 
lus, or cumulo-nimbus, 
clouds. 

The updrafts reach cool 
parts of the atmosphere if 
they rise very high. As a re- 
sult, rain can be expected. Of- 
ten the updrafts produce 
strong showers. instead of 
long-continued rain. 

Flat areas also obtain rain 
after a warm, moist wind 
meets a cold wind. The warm 
air rises above the cool wind. 
If the warm air goes high 
enough, rain may be expected. 

To produce rain, the air 
which rises must be moist. 
There is plenty of warm air 
above the Sahara and other 
deserts, but that air is dry. A 
desert has so little rainfall 
that it hardly counts.

Rainbow above a mountain. 


Q. What makes a rainbow? 

A. A rainbow is formed when 
the color rays in sunshine are 
divided by drops of rain. A 
little rainbow may be seen 
when a hose is made to send 
out a fine spray on a sunny 
day. 

The best time to make a 
rainbow of your own is mid- 
morning or midafternoon. The 
hose should be pointed away 
from the sun when the test is 
made. 

Rainbows in the sky have 
been a source of wonder to 
people through the ages. They 
are called by names with vari- 
ous meanings. The Sanskrit 
name means “bow of Indra,” 
and refers to an ancient Hindu 
god of thunderstorms.
